Ferved as a community house, Citl- 
zens and summer rekidents have Just 
formed a corporation for the purpose. 

Robert Manning of Salem, Mass. who 
owned thousands of acres of Innd 
about Sebazo Inke, built the house in 
1814 for his sister, who was Haw- 
thorne’s mother. Mrs. Hawthorne had 
lost her husband at sea and lived afters 
wards In retirement. Hawthorne was 
ten years old when he came to the 
new home with his mother, and this 
continued to be his home until after 
his graduation from Bowdoin college 
In 1825, when he returned to Salem. 

The bullding was used as a boari- 
(ng house for a long time after the 
Hawthornes left It. Seventy sents 
ogo it was built over into a church, 
for which purpose it has since been 
used. It Is a big square structure of 
the colonial style of architecture. 

At the request of his uncle, the boy 
Hawthorne kept a diary while he Hved 
there ‘and these volumes are now in 
the possession of Rev. William C. Nor- 
ris of Willimantic, Conn., who Is vice 
president of the new corporation, They 
will be donated to the community 
house,

This addition of lactic acid culture 
to the fodder at the time of silo fill- 
ing is easily accomplished by secur 
ing a small quantity of a pure cul- 
ture for lacti¢ acid, from a creamery 
as a beginning. The pure culture ob- 
tained from the creamery ia placed 
in a three-gallon can of clean skim- 
milk. This is placed in a warm posi- 
tion for three days, it can then be 
added. to more skimmilk, increasing 
the bulk sufficiently to have one gal- 
lon for each load of material that 
goes into the silo. This skimmilk 
culture carrying a vast number of 
bacillus lactic acidi js sprinkled over 
the cut fodder as the silo filling 
Proceeds, —_

At any rate, it is 
a good) practice to tramp the silage 
around the edges at intervals of three 
or four days for about two weexs, 
This helps to prevent the settling 
away from the wall, which often 
occurs. 

Spoiling at the surface may be pre- 
vented entirely by covering the top 
‘of the silage when filling is complet- 
ed with a layer of tar paper cut to 
fit snugly around the wails and 
overlapping between the strips. If 
this Is used, it is advisable to welght

| MAKE A COMPOST HEAP. of! 
' 
Save the Garden Rubbish and Make 
Cheap and Valuable Manure. 
+ Garden waste, decayed vegetables, 
dead vines, weeds, and the organic 
rubbish that, collects about the place 
during a busy summer may be clean- 
ed up and put to work again through 
the agency of a compost heap. Start 
the heap by laying down a bed of 
stable manure which has not been 
burned or heated. The size of the 
plot will vary, with the amount of 
refuse to bé,used; for ordinary uses, 
if the bed is made 8 feet long by 6 
feet wide and 2 feet deep it will serve 
the purpose. Over the manure spread 
a two-foot layer of refuse and cover 
with another layer of manure, This 
last layer need be only a foot in 








thickness. Repeat the layers until all, 


the waste ‘has been-disposed’ of and 
then cover the whole with a layer of 
earth. *. 

If it Is desired to add to the heap 
from time to time the top layer may 
be opened and the new material emp- 
tied inta, the hole thus. made. This 
is conveflent for the suburban home 
where there fs no anima! to consume 
the kitchen waste. In the spring the 
heap is well mixed with a fork and 
the compost fs ready to be spread 
on the garden plot. The heating ma- 
nure will effectively destroy any weed 
seed present and will also break down 
the structure of most of the materials 
that have been thrown upon the pile. 
The process may be continued inde- 
finitely by simply adding enough 
manure to insure heating. Compost 
is especially valuable for use in hot- 
beds and cold framese.;

It should be the ambition of every 
man who works on the land to own 
the land he works. That many ten- 
ants entertain this ambition there 
is no doubt, and it is only a question 
of accumulating sufficient to fpance 
the 35 per cent. not advanced by the 
Board. The tenant has the neces- 
sary stock and implements and is 
all ready to go ahead. There comes 
to mind a case in one of the Central 
Ontario counties. The man was liv- 
ing on a rented farm of 175 acres. 
He kuew the soil, he knew the local 
conditions, ke knew exactly what he 
could do. The owner of the farm 
had it mortgaged and the mortgage 
fell duc. He could not pay it. Tho 
holder of the mortgage insisted and 
was about to foreclose. The owner 
went to the tenant and offerea to 
cell at a pretty reasonable price. The 
tenant came to the Board, and the 
loan he was able to get with his own 
savings enabled him to buy, and his 
annual payments on the loan will be 
less than the annual: payments he 
was muking in rent. 


The Disappointed Ones. 


Not all the loans asked for are 
granted. The loans thus far asked for 
and refused by the Board aggregate 
$384,000. At one Board meeting nine 
applications were passed and thir- 
teen refused. Undoubtedly the 
great bulk of these were declined be; 
cause they did not come within the 
Purposes permitted by the Act. .In 
the first place no loan can be made 
except’ on the security of first mort; 
gage. Before the legislation of the 
recent session, application for loans 
to discharge mortgages had to be 
declined. Now a number have to be 
declined because they exceed 40 per 
cent. of the value as determined by 
the Inspector. Not Infrequently an 
applicant who comes within the 40 
per cent. Hmit wants an additional 
thousand dollars to discharge “a note 
at the bank,” and thus consolidate 
his, indebtedness. But an “encum- 
brance” under the Act must be “a 
registered encumbrance,” and the 
bank note does not qualify, however 
deserving the applicant or unques- 
tioned the sec&rity. Sometimes an 
applicant wants a few thousand dol- 
lars to buy cattle for feeding, but 
the same negative must be given. 
Then there are the cases which are 
tejected because the Board is not sat- 
Isfled with the personal or material 
security offered. When such conclu- 
sions are reached they are reached 
w! much regret, for the Board is 
génulnely anxious to promote agri- 
cultural development by means of 
these loans wherever it can possibly 
be done with due regard to reason- 
able security to the Province.

There are three features of the

There has been a general impres- 


sion that there ‘was always plenty of 


money avbilable’ in rural Ontarto to 
finance all farm mortgages offered. 
This is not as true now in any sec- 
tlon as formerly, and is not true at 
all in some sections, Victory bonds 
attracted large sums of money from 
rural Ontario and mozeover develop 
ed an understanding of bonds and 
their advantages for investment 
which did not previously exist. Con- 
sequently many applicants for loans 
have stated that there was now litle 
or no money available In their com- 
munity for farm mortgages. 

Then the rate of interest at six per 
cent. is regarded as reasonable for a 
long term loan. It is, of course, two 
or three per cent. less than prevail- 
ing rates in New Ontario, and there 
is reason to believe that in old On- 
tario it has a stabilizing influence. 

But the feature which appears to 
appeal to many is the basis of re- 
payment. / When the repayment is 
divided into annual instalments of 
principal’ and interest and spread 
over a period of twenty years It gives 
& sense of permanence and enables & 
man to make his plans accordingly. 
A payment of 87.17 per thousand dol- 
lars borrowed, will discharge tho 
entire loan in-20 years, and this is 
not much more than the interest 
payments which would be asked In 
some cases otherwise. Most morrow- 
ers are looking forward to having the | 
entire loan discharged long before * 
the maximum period, but when they 
are told they can pay as much as they !

Griffith, President of the Dail Zire- 
ann died in Dublin today of influenza 
it has bevn learnea in Belfast. 

Mr. Griffith was fll only ten days 
and h‘s condition was not consider- 
ed serious. Yesterday however, he 
suffered a sudden relapse and died: 
early this morning. 

The death of Arthur Griffith, com- 

ing with such startling suddenness, 
marks the. passing of ono of the~ 
foremost figures In modern Ireland. 
He was one of the most conspicuous 
leaders in the creation of the New 
Irish Free State. He was one of the 
founders of the Sinn Fein ‘“more-_ 
ment !n Ireland and from the begin- 
ning has been among the foremost 
leaders directing “its activities.: He 
has been somewhat out of the Hme~ 
Hight howevar, during the recent 
military activitles’ which ‘have been 
largely directed . on ~ behalf of the 
Free State forces by Michael Col- 
| iins. head of, the. Irish Provisional 
Government, set up under the terms 
of the Anglo-Irish Treaty. Mr. Grif- 
fith was formerly an editor: of Dub- 
lin and later established the news- 
paper “United Irishmen”, followed 
by “Sinn Fein" and then “Nationalli- 
ty". He first attracted yatention by 
his uncompromising attitude for 
abstention by Irish members from 
attendance at 4 the sessions of the 
British Parliament © at Westminser.

Reconstructed Often Since the 
,Seventh Century. 

Westminster abbey has been changed 
and rebullt so many times that one 
must go back to the Seventh century 
to:locate the architect who erected the 
first.stricture bearing the name. He 
was.St. Sebert, king of Essex, and 
Probably not one stone of the original 
edifice Is now In place. 

Edward the Confessor repaired the 
abbey during 1055-65, but his work did 
Not withstand the tooth of time, and 
in 1220 .Henry UI gave orders for a 
complete restoration. ‘ 

Tn’ 1800 the ecclesiastical authorities. 


of London made a complete job of the’ 


reconstruction of all the dilapidated 
Parts, and this work consumed many 
years-under the direction of a bullder 
named Wyatt. A 

G. G. Scott, the great British archl- 
tect, restored the chapter house in 
later yents and it. was reopened In 
1872. He also supervised the repairs, 
and this, considered the most‘ dimeult 
work this expert hid ever attempted, 
Was completed In November, 1881.
